ALCOHOLISM INCREASING, 
SAYS CHURCH REPORT 


ARMOUR-MORRS

Hospital Record Cited to Show Drift to Pre- 
Prohibition Conditions — Dry Law One of 
, Several Factors Affecting Savings.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—That 
there has been a drift backward in 
conditions under prohibition is 
shown in the second part of the 
30,000-word report of the Depart- 
ment of Research and Education of 
the Federal Council of Churches 
made public today. 
Research statistics are -given, in- 


the alcoholic death rate in Kansas 
has increased during national pro- 
hibition. It had all but disap- 
peared in 1919, but flared up after 
that, and the deaths from cirrho- 
sis of the liver, considered predom- 
inantly an alcoholic disease, 
showed little change. 

“It will be noted that the death 
rate from alcoholism fell lower 
proportionately prior to 1920 and 
has risen higher proportionately 
since,"’ the report stated. 

While the clinical picture pre- 
sented by the alcoholic wards of 
city hospitals underwent a décided 
change after prohibition went into 
effect, there being a considerable 
proportion of acute cases from bad 
liquor, and chronic cases showing 
the typical degenerate effects of 
habitual drinking, becoming ete 
it was reported at Bellevue Hospi- 
tal in New York that there was a 
drift back to preprohibition condi- 
tions in the type of alcoholism. 

In New York City, while certain 
types of alcoholic insanity became 
exceedingly rare following the 
adoption of prohibition, the drift 
has been toward preprohibition 
types. ' 
Alcohollic cases in the army, 
which were 13.46 per 1000 men in 
1913, dropped to 1.06 in 1918, un- 
der war-time discipline, but in- 
creased to 1.18 in 1922 and were 
9.13 last year. 

Falling Death Rate. 
“Much-has been said of the fall- 
ing death rate during the last few 
years as an evidence of the effect 
of prohibition,” the report states. 
“It is true that this decline and the 
increased expectancy of life have 
greatly impressed insurance actu- 
aries, but one cannot with certainty 
assign to the prohibition regime 
more than a moderate influence 
in bringing about the reduction.” 
Tt was stated that one large in- 
surance company attributed much 
of the gain to health education and 
that it had been pointed out simi- 
lar improvement had occurred in 
countries where prohibition had 
not been attempted. 

“It is noteworthy that a ques- 
tionnaire sent as part of this in- 
vestigation to a thousand or more 
business men, directors in impor- 
tant corporations selected at ran- 
dom, asking for their verdict as 
business men upon prohibition, 
yielded a predominantly “wet” re- 
sult, not apparently so much be- 
cause of observed effects upon busl- 
ness or industry as because of 
strong personal prejudice and dis- 
satisfaction with the social and po- 
litigal res its of prohibition as they 
saw them,” it was stated. 

Probibition and Economies. - 
The appeal to specific economic 
data such as increased business ac- 
tivity and growing bank deposits to 
prove the effects of prohibition 
must be made very guardedly, it is 
stated. 

“All attempts to measure this in- 
crease in quantitative terms are 
fraught with danger, the report 
continued, “because of the 
great increase in prosperity since 
1921, due to other causes.” 

The report adds: “In addition 
to the increase in money wages,

Which does 
not megan, however, that historical 
events may be achieved by our 
mere wish or directed with the as- 
sistance of pamphlets. Far more 
books and newspapers have come 
out and are still coming out with 
the avowed purpose of defending 
and maintaining capitalism—tin- 
cluding British capitalism—than 
have ever been published to attack 
it. Ideas of any kind may be ef- 
fective only -when they are based 
on the material conditions of social 
evolution. England is headed for 
revolution because she has already 
entered the stage of capitalist dis- 
integration. If the guilty must be 
found, if we must ask: what accel- 
erates England's progress on the 
path of revolution, the answer is, 
not Moscow, but New York. 

This answer may appear para- 
doxical, yet it is the simple truth. 
The powerful and constantly grow- 
ing influence of the United States.

In its work in Europe, and else- 
where, the United States is gener- 
ally acting in co-operation with 
England, through the agency of 
England. But this collaboration 
means for England an increasing 
loss of independence. England is 
leading the United States to hege- 
mony, as it were. Relinquishing 
their world rule, the diplomats 
and magrates of England sre rec- 
ommending thelr former clients 
to deal with the new master of 
the world. The common action of 
the United States and England is 
the clodk for a profound world- 
wide antagonism between these 
two fowers, by which the threat- 
ening conflicts of the perhaps not 
remote future are being prepared. 

This brief preface is not the 
place in which to speak of the 
fate of America itself. There is 
no doubt that capital today no- 
where feels itself so strong as in 
America. American capitalism 
grew marvelously, chiefly at the 
expense of the European bellig- 
erents at first, now by reason of 
their “return to peace,” their 
“rehabilitation.” But in spite of 
all. its huge power, American cap- 
italism is not’ a_ self-contained 
factor, but a part of world econo- 
my. Furthermore, the more 
powerful the industry of the 
United States becomes, the more 
intimate and profound becomes its 
dependence on the world market. 
Driving the European countries 
farther and farther down their 
blind alley, American capitalism 
is laying the foundation for wars 
and revolutionary upheavals, 
which in their frightful rebound 
will not fall to strike the economic 
system of the United States also. 
Such Is the prospect for America. 
In revolutionary development, 
America does not stand in the 
front rank; the American bour- 
geoisie will still enjoy the privi- 
lege of witnessing the destruction 
of its older European sister. But 
the inevitable hour will strike for 
American capitalism also: the 
American oil and steel magnates, 
trust and export leaders, the mul- 
timillionaires of New York, Chi- 
cago and San Francisco, are per- 
forming—though unconsciously— 
their predestined revolutionary 
function. And the American pro- 
letariat will ultimately discharge 
theirs.

The report to the Federal Council of Churches 's 
only partial, and is admitted to be inconclusive.

o State cotton crop at 70 per cent 
= ®.ormal, indicating 238 pounds of 
lint per acre, or 250,000 bales. 

The present prospects point to- 
ward a betterment of last year’s 
record when the yield was 185 
pounds per acre with 192,000 bales 
ginned. 

Missouri cotton suffered severe- 
ly in all counties from Aug. 6 to 
Sept. 1, with greatest damage in 
Ripley and Butler counties, where 
the drouth is reported the most 
severe for many years. Conditions 
have been reported particularly 
bad in Pemiscot County during the 
season. 

At the beginning of September 
nine bolls per plant were apparent- 
ly safe, and picking began general- 
ly around Sept. 1, four or five 
weeks earlier than last year. Bolls 
are opening prematurely and shed- 
ding of a part of the middie and 
most of the top crop in general. 
Red spiders are doing some dam- 
age but other insects are not nu- 
merous.

The Evil Spirit of the ‘‘Hope’’ Blue Diamond. 


ROM earliest times diamonds 
F have always been associated 

with human success and pros- 
perity, and whether they have glo- 
rified a god, magnified a monarch, 
or adorne@ a beloved, the posses- 
sion of them has been accepted as 
Signifying power. The “King of 


Jewels’’ has always fascinated al]! 
men. 

There is one diamond, however. 
which is never associated, in any 
manner. with happiness or suc- 
cess. It is the “Hope” blue dia- 
mond—the gem with a curse. 

It was brought from India [n 
1642 by Tavernier. In its rough 
Siate it weighed 11244 carats. In 


1668 he sold it to Louis XIV. who 


had it cut. This reduced ils 
weight to 6.4, carats One cleay- 
age, weighing 153% carats, was in 
the collection of the Duke of 


brunswick. The other cleavage of 
carat Was evidently lost. 
When King Louis XIV decked 
himself out with jewels estimated 
at £12,000,000, he wore the fa- 


mous blue diamond round his neck. 


Aftec the fall of the empire. 
when the crown jewels were stolen 
from the Garde-Meuble in 17-2, 
many were recovered. But the blue 
diamond completely vanished. 
Then, in 1830, there appeared in 
the hands of a London dealer a 
sapphire blue gem apparently with- 
outa histery. It was sold to Henry 
Thomas Hope for £18,000. 

Without a doubt the “Hope 
Blue,” as it became known, is iden-

tical with that worn by Louis XIV. | 


A New York jeweler purchased 
it from a Londori dealer. But ap- 
parently no one in America wanted 


it at his price, £60,000, and it 
finaily went back to France, the 
property of M. Jacques Colot. He

This was a Mr. Habiii, 
who, in 1909, went down with the 
French liner La Seyne. Although 
he had disposed of the state, peo- 
ple believed its evil spirit was still
